Dear Sir: 

St, Albert is about to make 
the most important decision 
of its history! 

The decision will be made 
by four council members, a 
simple majority = four out of 
seven, Four will make up 
their mind for 10,000, 

Did anybody ask you what 
you think about it, what you 
feel about it? 

It is bylaw number 38/69, 
rezoning of some 300 acres 
in West Grandin Park to 
multiple dwelling, This could 
mean anything from 45-feet 
high apartments, to town 


. housing, to condominium, to 


row housing and to low rental 
units, 

The size of the proposed 
R3 area is such that it will 
allow something like 10,000 
people to move into St, Alb- 
ert within the next few years, 
almost doubling the size of 
the town. 

There are many economi- 
cal, social and emotional 
reasons for and against high 
density development and all 
the time we were given by 
the council approximately 
three weeks to think it over, 
to collect information, to 
discuss it with neighbors, 
architects, town planners 
and with school boards, 

Three weeks to participate 
in a decision that will affect 
all of us. Three weeks, the 
legal minimum length of time 
that a bylaw must be pub- 
lished before it can be passed 

Are we not entitled to 
more than just the bare mini- 
mum? By the way, by the 
time you read this the dead- 
line for submission in favor 


or opposition to the bylaw 
will have passed, 

We moved to St, Albert 
searching for the atmos- 
phere of a small town, a 
town where council and citi- 
zens are close together. We 
are afraid something is 
wrong, we lost contact, there 
has been little or no comm- 
unication between our 
elected representatives and 
ourselves on this issue, 

They may, and it sounds 
almost impossible, decide 
one week from now to do 
something that will change 
the whcle character of our 
town, and it may well be 
against the will of a major- 
ity of its citizens. 

Two weeks before the his- 
toric decision we heard from 
the mayor that council has 
been working on this project 


for months, Why did they not ¢ 


involve us in the studies? 
Why were no public meet- 
ings held? We are not about 
to blame the town council 
for the breakdown of come 
munications, a great part 
of responsibility lies with 
us, 

But this breakdown has 
occurred and there is no 
reason for not getting to- 
gether again, 

The council should now 
present its case and give us 
enough time to consider all 
the effects it will have on 
our lives, And then call a 
plebiscite or general elec- 
tion, 

We want to be involved in 
this decision; we are the

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Education minister replies t 


Mr, Ernie Jamison, 
Editor, The Gazette, 
Dear Sir: 

My attention has been 
drawn to your editorial of 
Aug. 27, and I should like to 
take this opportunity to reply 
to some of the points you 
raised. 

First of all, I am not at all 
clear what your criticism of 
my views is. 

You note that I suggested 
two ways of easing the tax 
burden on property owners- 
first of all, allowing school 
boards to make budget esti- 
mates for more than one 
year, and secondly spending 
only what is necessary, Ssav=- 
ing other expenditures until 
they can be afforded. 

Your editorial did not even 
really take a position on my 
first suggestion, You simply 
point out that under the exist- 
ing foundation program 
school boards cannot finalize 
their current year’s budget 
until they know what is com- 
ing from the foundation, I 
therefore take it that you are 
in agreement with me that 
school boards should be 
given some indication of how 
much money they can expect 
from the foumiation program 
over two or three years, 

As to my second point, 
you comment that the public 
is not likely to blame local 
school boards for the pro- 
blems of financing education 
in Alberta. You point out 
that areas such as Newfound- 
land have only had to limit 
the spending of local school 
boards because of their 
shortage of money, However, 
you neglect to mention that 
the province of British Col- 
umbia = a province as rich 
or richer than Alberta - also 
imposes suchlimitations 
upon the spending of local 
school boards. 

It is quite true, as you 
say, that there has been a 
great flow of revenue into 
the Alberta government 
since 1945, It is also true 
that there has been tremen- 
dous demands upon this 


revenue from all directions, 


Interior 
painting 
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and that Alberta does not 
need to take a back~seat to 
any province in this country 
in its spending on education 
at all levels, 

Your editorial fails to face 
up to the fact that local school 
boards are capable of making 
economies in their spending 
and it is possible for local 
taxpayers to elect economy- 
minded school board trust- 
ees if they so wish. I know 
the provincial government 
is always a handy whipping 
boy when the question of 
education costs arises, 

And indeed it may well be 
that the province will in- 
crease its already substan- 
tial coatribution to education 
still further, But surely 
there is some onus upon 
local school trustees to eff- 
ect economies in school 
spending, and surely there 
is some onus upon local rate 
payers to study the record 
of their elected officials and 
bring influence to bear upon 
them, 

It is simply not true that 
the school boards have no 
room in which to move finan= 
cially, Economies can be 
made, Several years ago, 
school boards used to insist 
that it was not possible to 
build schools within the $16 
per s quare foot cost allow- 
ance set out in the founda- 
tion program, and they insis= 
ted that the cost allowance 
would have to be raised,

We maintain, 
after following the perfor- 
mance of school boards ina 
number of Alberta centres 
over nearly 20 years, that 
dedicated, hard-working 
board members have con- 
sistently struggled to hold 
down costs. They have also 
a concern for the quality of 
education, In addition their 
requisitions to town and 
country councils come under 
scrutiny by those bodies for 
economies, 

It is true that Alberta does 
not need to take a back seat 
in terms of dollars spent on 
education compared with the 
rest of Canada, But we feel 
that Social Credit - with a 
unique record of power since 
1935, and enjoying a healthy 
majority most of that time, 
has been in a position to do 
better. 


For example, a sales tax 
for education could have been 
imposed after the war or 
after the report of the Royal 
Commission on Education in 
Alberta in 1959, which fore~ 
east an enormous climb in 
education costs, Part of the 
funds from such a tax could 
have been used to establish 
kindergartens in a “‘head- 
start’? program for children 
of the poor and Indian child 
ren, This program would 


have attacked the root of | 
hard core welfare costs and 


eventually resulted in re- 
duced welfare spending. 

For example we believe 
that inefficiency and over- 
lapping in provincial depart- 
ments has resulted in too 


large a number of people 


on provincial payrolls, Pro= 
per priorities could reduce 
these costs in favor of needed 
funds for education, Or how 
about ‘‘Within our Borders”’ 
“Northern Borders’’‘‘ Alb- 
erta--A Land for Living?’’ 

Must the government

of education more deserving 
of the funds involved,

It would put in its own water 
and sewer lines at no cost 
to the town, He said owners 
would have tocontribute 
about $12 a month to amain- 
tenance fund, which would 
ensure upkeep of the build- 
ings and area, 

Mr, Kipnes said there 
would be benefits to the town 
dollar-wise, He said under 
the original assessment 
estimate of $5,000 per unit, 
a study by Hu Harries and 
Associates consulting firm 
showed the town would real- 
ize $46,000 profit in municl- 
pal taxes, He said the 
assessment was raised to 
$5,500 minimum by town 
council and this would bring 
in another 15 per cent, 

He claimed at the $5,000 
estimate, education costs
